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A: first sight, one would hardly 
suppose that the Driskell-Kirby house 
was once the headquarters of a large 
plantation in the early years of Smith 
County. Over 120 years old, the house 
stands on the south side of the Sand 
Flat-Winona. road, just west of its 
. intersection with Driskill Lake road. 
The road, though named after the same 
Driskell family, is variously spelied 
Driskill and Driscoll on road signs 
and maps. | 

The history of the house began in 
January 1855 when Berryman and Mary. 
Jarman bought 450 acres of prime land 
10 miles northeast of Tyler on the 
Dallas~Shreveport road for the excep- 
tionally high price of seven dollars 
an acre. The present day Sand Flat- 
‘Winona road is part of the original 
Dallas-Shreveport road which carried 
quite a bit of east-west Texas traffic 


and which in those days passed through *

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road was then called Belzora road, 
leading from Tyler to the old Belzora 
crossing and ferry on the Sabine River. 
The Jarmans built a home on the 
south side of the Dallas-Shreveport 


The commis- 
sioners court minutes for the upkeep 
of the Dallas-Shreveport road in 1855 
listed Berry Jarman's house as a boun- 
dary line of опе of the. road precincts. 
Previously this location had been la- 
beled Cowhead Springs,after a large 


Spring located south of the. road. 


| The Jaxmans, both over 65 years of 
age when they moved to Texas, were ` 
North Carolina natives. They settled. 
in Georgia some years after their mar- 
riage and later lived in Sumter County, 
Alabama, near Intercourse. From there 
the Jarmans made their trek to Texas 


with their belongings and thirty slaves.. 


Two of their sons, JoSeph James and 
TORE Home Fa fia, also moved to Smith 
County with their respective families 
and settled near their parents. B 


L 


A two room dog-run style home was 
constructed by slave labor with lumber 
cut from the Surrounding land. Under” 
pifinings of 8" to 10" square oak logs 
and rock pillars assured a firm foun- 
dation. Both rooms had double front 
windows and a fireplace. Bricks for 
the chimney were hauled to the site 
in an ox cart. The walls were double 
thickness, the outer siding being 
overlapping 1" x 6" pine. Square nails 
were used throughout rather than the 
more common wooden pegs. All of these 
original items are still features of 
the present house. A kitchen and din- 
ing room stood separate from the house. 

The Jarmans established as fine a 
plantation as possible in that day, 
though one must keep in mind that plan- 
tations in Smith County could hardly 
be compared in size or grandeur to 
ones in the old South or even those 
along the Brazos River bottom in Texas. 
As soon as land could be cleared, cot- 
ton was planted. The Jarmans continued 
to purchase additional land, and their 
Slave holdings by 1860 had increased to 
43. A series of slave houses, which 
stood well into this century, was loca- 
ted east of the house. A cemetery for 
the slaves is still discernible nearby. 

The financial effects of the Civil 
War greatly hurt the Jarmans. This, 
coupled with the fact that they were' 
nearing 80 years Of age, caused Berry 
and Mary Jarman to sell their 1851 a- 
cres to Peter and Mary Ann Driskell in 
April 1866, for only one dollar an acre. 

The Driskells were born in Georgia, 
he in 1805 and she in 1809. Theysmoved 
ко Zowndes County, Alabama, in the late 
1822's, shortly after their marriage. 
The couple later settled in Macon Coun- 
ty, Alabama, where they established a

them as owning 54 slaves and their per- 
In the house- 
hold were also listed a governess, Cath- 
erine Bishop, and an overseer, James 
Mulrany. 

About 1857, the Driskells' eldest 
son, Willis F. Driskell, moved his 
family to Texas and, as an agent for 
his father, purchased 2400 acres of 
land in Harrison County. Possibly the 
elder Driskell was already contemplat- 
ing a move to Texas and sent his son 
ahead to make preparations. 

Sometime during the Civil War, the 
exact year is not known, Peter Dris- 
kell and his son-in-law, Albert Henry 


‘Rowell, also a prosperous landowner, 


moved their families to Texas. Then 

in 1866 the Driskells bought the .Jar- 
man place and moved to Smith County 
with three of their children, Mary 
Anne, Virginia S. (later Mrs. William 
J. Caven of Dallas). and Peytor Graves 
Driskell, and the remainder of their 
fortune. Of the Driskells' three other 
children, Willis Driskell remained in 
Harrison County, Tabitha Clementine 

and her husband, Albert Rowell, pur- 
chased a residence in Jefferson, and 
Dr. William R. Driskell lived іп Harri- 
son County and later settled in Smith 
County to practice medicine. A few old- 
timers remain in the northeast section 
of the county who were born with the 
assistance of Dr. Driskell. Several 
other children of the Driskells died 


in childhood. 


The barn built by Peyton Driskell 


was the storehouse of the farm's 
productive years. a ' 
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John Jarman was born in the 1770's. He 
lived in Onstow County — northwest of Rich- 
lands. He was a son of Thomas Jarman and 
Susannah Padgett. 

John Jarman was a brother of Robert Jar- 
man (of Cowhorn Branch) and a several 
great's grandson of Robert Jarman who came 
to North Carolina in the 1730's from the East- 
ern Shore of Maryland. Reference is made to 
the sketches of Robert Jarman (Cowhorn 
Branch) and Robert Jarman (Maryland) for 
additional information on this family. 

John Jarman (son of Thomas Jarman and 
Susannah Padgett) was born between 1774 
and 1780. He owned a large farm in the Rich- 
lands area — at one time his farm was over 
1650 acres. Before his death, he gave much of 
his property to his sons. Several Deeds of Gitt 
(dated in the 1820's and 1830's) are recorded 
in the Onslow County Register of Deeds Office. 
Those deeds each mention “the natural love 
and affection for my son (named)" then de- 
scribe the land given to that son. 

John Jarman married Elizabeth Killebrew: 
they were married April 18, 1795, in Onslow 
County. She was a daughter of John Killebrew 
of Jones County. John Jarman died in 1841 or 
1842. His will was probated in Onslow Court in 
1842. Seven children of John Jarman and Eliz- 
abeth Killebrew can be identified: Braddock 
Jarman (born about 1798), Hardy Jarman 
(born about 1800), Thomas Jarman (born 
1805), Job Jarman (born before 1810), Sarah 
Jarman (born about 1813), John Jarman 
(born about 1816), and Luke Jarman (born 
about 1821). 

Braddock Jarman was the oldesi son of 
John Jarman and Elizabeth Killebrew. He mar- 
ried Mary Adams, a daughter of Micajah 
Adams of Jones County.- Braddock Jarman 
was a Captain in a company of militia infantry 
in the Richlands around 1850. The hat he wore 
in military service was donated to the North 
Carolina Archives — it was on display in the 
new archives building in 1969. Braddock Jar- 
man lived in the Richlands area. Census rec- 
ords of 1850 and 1860 list him in Upper Rich- 
lands District; in 1870, he is listed in Richlands 
Township. He died there in May. 1880. Brad- 
dock Jarman and Mary Adams had at least four 
children: Elizabeth Jarman (born about 1829), 
Mary Ann Jarman (born about 1835), Anne 
Eliza Jarman (born about 1835) and Lannie 
Jarman (born 1839). 


Hardy Jarman, a son of John Jarman and.

Susan A.M. Speights; they were married in 
1866, in Onslow. One daughter was born to 
this marriage: Percie Jarman (born 1869). 
—Luke Jarman, son of John Jarman and Eliza- 
beth Killebrew, has been somewhat difficult to 
identify. This brief account of him is as accu- 
rate as can be written with records found so 
far. He was born about 1821. Luke Jarman 
married Susan Barrow on January 28, 1845. 
They lived in Upper Richlands District (census 
of 1850 and 1860). Four children of theirs have 
been identified: Emanuel Jarman (born about 
1847), Elizabeth Jarman (born 1849). Edward 
Jarman (born 1857), and Mittie Ellen Jarman 
(born 1861). Luke Jarman died in the 1860's 
— possibly in the Civil War.

Robert Jarman (son of Thomas Jarman and 
Susannah Padgett) was born between 1774 
and 1780. He died about 1846. Court records 
in Onslow County show an inventory of his 

estate in 1846. Deeds of Onslow County 
record the division of his real estate in June, 
1853. 

Robert Jarman and his family lived in the 
northwestern part of Onslow, probably on 
"Cowhorn Branch.” Robert Jarman married 
three times but no record has been found to 
identify either of his wives. His last wife was 
Susan — but her maiden name is not listed in 
any record yet found. A deed dated January 
14, 1848, records the alloting of the dower 
right to Susan Jarman, of the lands of Robert 
Jarman, deceased. 

By his three wives, Robert Jarman had 
several children — eleven can be indentified. it 
is likely there were other children who died 
young. The eleven known children of Robert 
Jarman: Rilly Jarman (born about 1808), 
Moses Jarman (born about 1812), Robert Jar- 
man (born 1815), Jerry Jarman (born 1817), 
Mary Jarman (born 1822), Reason Jarman 
(born about 1828), John A. Jarman (born 
about 1831), Lemuel M. Jarman (born about 
1835), Nancy C. Jarman (born about 1837), 
James Jarman (born about 1839) and Job. 
Jarman (born about 1843). 

Rilly Jarman was probably the oldest child 
of Robert Jarman and his first wife.

The Jessie B. Boyett family moved to 
Jones County in the mid 1800's. Jessie was 
born and grew up in the Catherine's Lake 
area of Onslow County. He settled in the 
Pollocksville area on what was then known 
as the George DuVal place. He married 
Nancy Register, whose parents, John and 
Saroah Register, were from Tuscarora. 

When Jessie was a young man, he 
would make a trip to Wilmington from 
Catherine's Lake in the fall of the year to 
carry turpentine, cotton, smoked hams, 
pork meat, chickens and geese. While there, 
he would purchase many pounds of fresh 
mullets. On his return, the family would 


- dress the mullets, salt them down, and rack

Nancy was known for her good cook-

Pleasant Hill Christian Church has been in existence as a 
unified church since the early 1820's. It began as a Free Will Baptist 
church with the meeting place at the Quaker House. Conservative 
members wished to retain the teachings of that church as it had 
been accepted by them. After 1830, the Disciple element grew 
stronger. The period of transition was probably seven or eight 
years. It was the Disciples who had been Promoting a new church 
building. The site of the new church was on a hill overlooking 
Trent River where it now stands. William Brown owned and 
operated the sawmill; therefore, good timber and lumber was plen- 
tiful. 

Nine family names were listed on thé original roll. They were 
Adams,Brown, Fordham, Gooding, Jarman, Stricklin, Tindall, 
Turner and Westbrook. 

The first elder was Emanuel Jarman. The first deacons were 
William Brown and William Gooding. The families of Joseph 
Kinsey, Sr. and John Jarman joined the membership between 1838 
and 1840. Brother P. E. Hines ministered to the church until 1862, 
and the church was kept together by holding prayer meetings. At 
the close of the war, Brother Josephus Latham held a meeting 
which resulted in sixty additions to the church. 

By the end of 1866, membership in the church numbered ap- 


. proximately 85. By 1890, membership had grown to 220, 


In 1868, Joseph Kinsey and Jos. H. Foy were associated in con- 
ducting The Pleasant Hill Academy using this old meeting house of 
the Pleasant Hill Disciples as their only building equipment. ` 

In 1905, a building committee was appointed to make plans for 
anew church building to be called Pleasant Hill Christian Church. 
Many changes to the original building have taken place. Sunday 
School rooms have been added, the sanctuary has been remodeled, 
and recently a fellowship hall has been added. 

The first deaconesses noted in the church records are Mis. 
Mary Fordham,-Miss Rosa Lee Westbrook, Mrs. Ida Noble and 
Miss Ella Fordham. Growth and Spiritual revival has coninued at 
Pleasant Hill. The chairmen of the board during 1965-70 were Har- 
dy Howard, Thomas Humphrey and Jrance Swinson. Mr. Horace 
King, Sr., was added as an elder. 

In 1971, the church suffered the loss of an old and devout 
member, P.C. Williams, for whom a memorial fund and a special 
day of honor was set aside. 

Rev. William Hicks was the first full time minister hired by Plea- 
sant Hill Christian Church. He was followed by Rev. James Fraizer, 
and Rev. Paul Whaley. | | 

Much growth and expansion in the way of added members and 
better worship facilicies has continued. Also, continuing is a tradi- 
tion which has passed from the scene except for this church. 
Perhaps the oldest is the “Box Party”. No one knows exactly how 
the box party originated, but church records show it had been a 
yearly event since early 1900. 

For a box party, the young girls of the church decorate and 
pack a picnic box. The older ladies prepare special baked góods.

The Sanderson- Waller House 
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On the interior, the first floor has а 
center-hall plan two rooms deep. The hall 
with walls plastered above a flat-paneled 
wainscot, Is divided into two equal sections 
by a well-executed transverse arch. The 
stair, which rises fre rı the west wall ar the 
rear of che hall in tiree flights, features a 
ramped balustrade with balusters square in 
section and tapered posts. 

To the left of the hall is the main 
(southwest) parlor. The most elabor- 
ately finished room: u the house, it has 
walls plastered betwen a flat-paneled 
wainscot and a very heavy molded cornice 
incorporating undercut modillions, cable 


moldings, and dentils. The odd mantel is of 


vernacular Federal design with а row of 
dentils below а molded shelf and paneled 
end blocks. The second level consists of a 
center hall with one room on either side. 

The Sanderson House is notable, not 
only for its interesting chimnevs, one of a 
strikingly original design, but also its an- 
terors, characterized by well-executed 
derails of somewhat unorthodox design. 

The early history of the Sanderson 
House cannot be established definitely, but 
the evidence suggests thar its builder was 
Josiah Howard. Josiah married. Narcissa 
Harramond between January 12. 1797 and 
March 3, 1798. By a land grant of April 5, 
1798, Josiah Howard acquired a fifty acre 
tract south of the Trent River, which is pro- 
hably the land on which the present house 
stands. The location of land, the marriage 
of Josiah and architectural 
evidence and ownership of Josiah’s son 
James, all suggest that about 1798, or short- 
ly after, Josiah Howard built this house. 

No will exists of transferring the proper- 
ty to James, his son. A deed recorded 1850 
notes the purchase of the plantation by 
James McDaniel, Sr. from the estate of 
James Howard. L. H. McDaniel soon ac- 
quired the property from his father, James. 
The U.S. Census of 1850 states there were 
1.500 improved and 1,285 unimproved 
acres, valued at $9,000. 

After the death of L.H. McDaniel, the 
Howard Plantation. was purchased. on 
March 23, 1868, by Mrs. Julia Brvan. She in 
turn. sold che property m 1372 to E. E 
Sanderson, for whom the house is named. 
Sanderson willed it in 1910 to his daughter, 
Ada Barry Strong. The house was purchas-

Furnifold McLendel Simmons was born 
on January 20, 1854, near Pollocksville in 
Jones County. He was the son of Furnifold 
Green Simmons and Mary McLendel (Jer- 
man) Simmons who lived on a farm in 
Jones County. His birthplace is a beautiful 
plantation home on a North Carolina road 
between Trenton and Pollocksville. His 
home was put on the National Registry of 
Archives and was restored by his grand- 
daughter, Julia, and her husband, John 
Parks. 


In his youth F.M. Simmons was coach-

ed by a family tutor. After the Civil War, 
Joseph Kinsey opened a private school at 
Comfort and later at Pleasant Hill in Jones 
County. In a letter Furnifold wrote, “I was a 
student both at Comfort and at Pleasant 
Hill. [ do not remember exactly the length 
of my attendance, but I think it was 
something over two years. I went directly 
from Mr. Kinsey's school to college, where I 
entered che Freshman Class. I think | was 
the first one of Mr. Kinsey's pupils to enter 
college. Mr. Kinsey manifested a great in- 
terest in my success at college and made a 
special trip from his school to my home, 20 
miles distance, the day before I was to leave 
for college to give me the benefit of his wise 
suggestions and advice". F.M. Simmons 
entered Wake Forest College in 1868 but a 
year later matriculated at Trinity College, 
now Duke University. He graduated in 
1873 with a B.A. degree. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1875, shortly before he became 
21 years of age. He practiced law in Jones 
County for two years and later moved his 
office to New Bern. 

Furnifold M. Simmons had strong 
political convictions and being a man of 
sterling merit, he was appreciated by the 
people and his popularity led in 1886 to his 
selection by the Democrats for a seat in the 
State Legislature. He was unsuccessful two 
times, before being elected to a seat in the 
United States House of Representatives in 
1886. He served in the House from 
1887-1889. He was defeated in 1890 for re- 
election by a negro, Henry P. Cheatham. 
In 1890 he withdrew from the Congres- 
sional race rather than accede to the 
demands of North Carolina Farmers' 
Alliance which he considered dangerous 
and unconstitutional. 

In 1892 Simmons became chairman of 
the State Democratic Executive Committee. 
For his hard work, leadership and devotion 
to the Democratic Party, President Grover 
Cleveland rewarded him by naming him 
Collector of Internal Revenue for the 
Eastern District of which he served for four 
years. 

- In 1898 Simmons became state chair- 
man of the Democratic Executive Commit- 
tee. As chairman, Simmons Ied the “Red 
Shirt” revole against Republican and Negro 
"misrule" in 1898 and returned the state to 
white supremacy under the Democratic par- 
ty- He supervised the drafting of the Con- 
stitutional amendment limiting suffrage in 
North Carolina, and as state Chairman led 
the campaign for its adoption. He wrote 
and sponsored the Watts Bill and the Ward 
Bill for prohibition. 

In 1900 Furnifold M. Simmons was 
elected United States Senator and again re- 
elected in 1906, 1912, 1918 and 1924. His 
thirty years in the Senate has made him one 
of the longest serving North Carolinians in 
the upper house of the national Congress. 

Simmons was instrumental in helping 
to improve coastal areas of North Carolina 
especially Cape Fear, Neuse and Trenc 
rivers, construction of the breakwater at 
Cape Lookout and ship canals. 

In 1904 Simmons started working 


diligently for improvement of highways. In 
1912 he obtained one-half million dollars 
for roads of rural mail delivery routes and in 
1917 an appropriation of eighty-five million 
dollars was passed for roads. 

In 1909 he became a member of the 
Democratic Steering Committee and was 
appointed on the Finance and Commerce 
Committees. Simmons became very in- 
fluential in the country and was recognized 
by President Wilson for his outstanding 
leadership on the Panama Canal and other 
matters. He was known as a tax expert and 
the Simmons-Underwood Tariff Bill and 
his plan of reduction of income taxes were 
adopted over the opposition of the majority 
Republican party. 

In 1930 he was defeated when he ran for 
the Senate. Earlier he had resigned from the 
Democratic National Committee. Simmons 
refused to support Alfred E. Smith for the 
Democratic nomination for the presidency 
and would not support Smith’s campaign. 

In 1875 Furnifold M. Simmons married 
Eliza Hill Humphrey of Onslow County 
and they had three children; Mary, James 
Humphrey and Eliza. Eliza died in 1883 and 
is buried in New Bern. On July 29, 1886, 
Simmons married Bell Gibbs and they had 
two children, Isabelle and Ella. Furnifold 
M. Simmons died on April 30, 1940, and is 
buried in Cedar Grove Cemetery, New 
Bern.

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". . And first in the hearts of his coun- 
trymen,” che last line in a jingle written 
about one great American, is appropriately 
attributed to Jones County's number-one, 
all-time patriarch, Senator Furnifold 
McLendel Simmons, 86, a virtual ancestor 
of Jones County. 

Never since that day in 1779 when 
Jones was carved from a rib of Craven by an 
act of the General Assembly sitting at 
Halifax, has this hallowed soil boasted of so 
illustrious a son. A public servant of nation 
wide importance for over 40 years, Senator 
Simmons served North Carolina and the 
United States well during some of the stor- 
miest years in history. 


Record 


The farmer-lawyer-statesman holds a 
record of having served in che United States 
Senate longer chan any other North Caroli- 
nian, having worn the senatorial toga for 30 
consecutive years. During this time he 
became known as an expert on taxation 
and tariffs, advocated the building of the 
Panama Canal, and was a member of the 
Powerful finance and commerce commit- 
tees. 


ancestral plantation in Pollocksville 
township, F.M. Simmons remembers the 
Civil War and especially the surrounding of 
his home by Union and Rebel forces, both 
of whom partook liberally of the Simmons' 
larder and property. 


Brass Band 


During the dismal Reconstruction Days 
Simmons served in the House of Represen- 
tatives, was defeated by a negro, Henry P. 
Cheatham, whose campaigning strength 
rested in the volubility of his brass band. 

In 1892 he became chairman of the 
State Democratic Executive Committee and 
for his able work in this capacity, he was 
made collector of Internal Revenue by Presi- 
dent Cleveland, in which capacity Sim- 
mons served as “The best collector in 
Government service” for four years. Ac the 
end of that time he returned as chairman of 
the State Democratic Executive Committee 
for six years. 


200 Years 


He was the son of a family which had 
lived in Jones County for 200 years. His 
father and mother were Furnifold Green 
Simmons and Mary McLendel Jerman Sim- 
mons. Furnifold McLendel, a pale, frail 
youth, was tutored privately and attended 
school near his home. Later he went to 
Wake Forest and Trinity (now Duke) and 
graduated from the institution in 1873. He 
has served as a trustee to the latter institu- 
tion for many years. Later he was awarded 
the degree of L.L.D. from the University of 
North Carolina. He was admitted to the 
bar in 1875 without ever having attended 
law school, practiced law in Jones County 
for several years and in several other towns 
of the state. 

Senator Simmons, at heart is not a 
politician, nor a lawyer, nor statesman, nor 
leader. His heart is in the soil. He was the 
first professional man in the long line of 
Simmons farmers and he inherited a love 
for the good earth which transcends his 
other manifold interests in life. And of all 
earth, he loves Jones County best. If we 
could forget chat this grand old man was 
her son, he would never permit it, for he 
constantly recalls the fact with great pride 
that he comes from “dear old Jones 
County”. It was a sense of duty that called 
him to public office and that same strict, in- 
born instinct of partriotism and duty 
motivated his every step in office. No rule of 
thumb politician, he. When things went 
ways other than those dictated by his cons- 
cience, he called a halt, scepped out. Thus it 
was that he opposed Gov. Al Smith, the 
only Democrat in the senate who opposed 
him, and he has never regretted this act 
because it was right to him and his subse- 
quent retirement to private life brought him 
no discomfort, but joy only. “I was really 
glad," he said, "to come back from the 
strenuous life 1 had lived in public life to the

(From Annie Land Hitt) Austin Hitt's grave stone may be 
found in the Siloam Church Cemetery. He was the son of 
Reverend Benjamin and Nancy Curnal Hitt, and came to 
Alabama with his seven brothers in the early 1830's. He 
patented land in three sections of Sumter County in 1832 
and lived first in the old Oak Grove settlement, as he 
was a registered voter there at the voting place at 
Yarborough's in the year 1841. Austin later moved a few 
miles farther south and purchased a large tract of land, 
which lay along the Black Bluff-Lauderdale Springs Road 
and near Siloam Church. At his untimely death at age 
43, he had large holdings of slaves, land, and cattle. 
His will may be seen in Orphans' Minutes Book, number 7, 
page 613. His wife, Rebecca, was made executrix of his 
estate at his death, and she continued to run the 
plantation until the slaves were freed after the Civil 
War ended. The tax assessment paper she filed in 1862, 
on which she listed her slaves, is in the possession of 


Annie Land Hitt. Some of this land stayed in the Hitt 


family until about 1930. Very little is known of Rebecca 
Hitt's family except that she had a brother, Durham Hall.

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THE NAME AND FAMILY OF GERMAN 


The name of GERMAN, JERMAN, or JARMAN was anciently 
used as a personal or baptismal name and was first taken 
as a patronymic by the sons of those so called. According 
to one writer, it was "a personal name taken or given from 
the country". Іп ancient English and early American records 
the name appears in the various spellings of Germanus, 
Germane, Germayne, Cermayn, Germeyn, Germeyne, Germyn, 
Germain, Germaine, Germon, Garmon, Garmyn, Jarmin, Jermane, 
Jermin, Jermain, Jermyn, Jarmon, Jermon, Garman, Jarman, 
Jerman, German, and others. Of these, the last four are 
the forms most frequently encountered in America in modern 
times, while several of tke other variants are also in 
evidence today. 

Anciently seated in the English Counties of Chester, 
Suffolk, Norfolk, Leicester, Southampton, Northampton, York, 
Oxford, Cornwall, Шаш. Huntingdon, Kent, London, and 
Warwick, the lines bearing this name belonged, in large 
part, to the Tanaed gentry and lesser nobility of England. 
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As early as the first half of the twelfth century one 
Yorn Jermyn was living in the County of Suffolk. By his 
wife Emme, he was the father of Hugh Jermyn, of Rushbrook, 
County Suffolk, wno left issue by his wife Maude of a son, 
Sir Thomas Jermyn, Justice in Eyre in the time of King 
Richard I (circa 1189-1199). Sir Thomas married Agnes, 
daughter of Michell Rushbrook, and had issue by her of Sir 
William and John, of whom the first left issue by his wife 
Joane of a son named Hugh. This Hugh Jermyn had five chil- 
dren, John, Hush, Edmond, Agnes, and Alice, of whom the 
first left issue by his wife Joane of Sir Thomas and William.

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the bachelor son of Francis Walker (David Walker file, Cumberland Co. estate papers; Francis 
Walker will, 29 January 1818, Cumberland Co. wills [original], N.C. Arch.). William Jarman and 
the Walker family lived in that portion of Cumberland County that was cut off to form Harnett 
County in 1855. David Walker was the administrator of Dicy Walker and he had not disposed of 
her land before his own death; his estate was not settled before the formation of Harnett County. 
Nearly all of Harnett County's records were destroyed by fires in 1892 and 1894. 


William Jarman's close ties to the Walker family arouse suspicion that Francis Walker may have 
been William Jarman's maternal grandfather. The 1834 tax list of Randolph County includes, in 
addition to William German, a Francis German who was subject only to poll tax (Randolph Co. 
tax lists, Capt. Dean's Dist, 1834). A careful examination of Walker wills and estates failed to 
confirm or refute a family connection. - | | 


In the 1840 census of Cumberland County (p. 254) the adult male age in Will Jarman's family is 
forty to fifty and the adult female age is fifty to sixty, reaffirming that William's wife was older 
than he. Celia's age in the 1850 census (p. 143) is given as forty-seven, or ten years younger than 
William's age, but the youngest of the four "children" included in this household is twenty-two, 
suggesting that William's wife was probably in her sixties. 


The chronology of William Jarman's residences, the older wife, and the resumption of commerce 
with the Walker family are not the only evidences confirming the identity of William Jarman in 
Cumberland and Randolph Counties. The signature of William Jarman appears on his marriage 
bond, on David German's marriage bond, on David Walker's estate administration, and on a | 
Randolph County road jury report dated 15 February 1827 (Randolph Co. misc. records, N.C. 
Arch.). While comparison of his signature on his 1812 marriage bond to later samples is neither 
positively or negatively conclusive, comparisons between the later samples show them to be by the 


same hand. 
SUMMARY OF CLUES 


David German's appearance with Emery German in Randolph County, North Carolina in the 


. 1820s provides the first clue to his ancestry. The uncommon surname German (or Jarman) 


coupled with the unusual name Emery turned the research towards an older Emory Jarman in 
Cumberland County, North Carolina. The quest for detail on the elder Emory Jarman's family 
uncovered one probable son in Cumberland County: William Jarman, born about 1792. A study 
of the life of William Jarman revealed that he was the same William Jarman who was David 
German's security on the latter's marriage bond in Randolph County, making their acquaintance 
more than casual. Additionally, David German's brother-in-law, Levi Worth, was security on 
Emery German's marriage bond. Cultural similarities are also evidenced: The elder Emory 
Jarman and the three younger men were all capable of signing their own names, and none of them 
was a slave owner. 


Previously observed was the absence of three boys from the elder Emory Jarman's household in 
1820. The ages of those boys in 1810 agree with the approximated birth dates of the three young 
men found later in Randolph County: aged sixteen to twenty-six: William born about 1792; aged 
to to sixteen: David born about 1796; and aged under ten - Emery born about 1801. 


CONCLUSIONS 
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Identifying the father of David German, born about 1796, by direct evidence has not been 
possible. However, very compelling indirect evidence has been uncovered using a whole-family 
approach to this problem. The appearances of William Jarman and the younger Emery German 

in Randolph County mutually reinforce the conclusions that they are sons of the elder Emory 
Jarman, and the details found on David, Emery, and William German in Randolph County form a 
synergism that necessitates the conclusion that David German was another son of the elder Emory 


Jarman.

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the death of his wife. Of greater importance for our argument below is the absence of three of the 
boys found in the 1810 census of Emory Jarman's household. No additional record of Emory 
Jarman has been found in Hickman County. Many of the early records of that county are lost. 


The next record found for Emory Jarman is a marriage bond for his marriage to Peggy Brown 
dated 15 August 1828 in Knox County, Tennessee (Knox Co. marriage bonds, Knox Co. Archives, 
Knoxville; Emery's signature matches that on his pension application). They appear on the 1830 
census of Knox County (p. 357) as one male and one female both aged sixty to seventy with no 
slaves. By 1832 Emory was apparently a widower again and had fallen on hard times. At it's 
January session, the Knox County court ordered $2.00 to be paid out of the county poor tax to 
Joseph Brown for keeping Emory Jarman the next three months. The court minutes show that 
Emory Jarman's support came from the county poor tax for the next eight years. The January 
1840 session of the Knox County court contains one last entry ordering payment of "seven dollars 
and fifty cents to defray the burial expenses of Emory Jarman" (Knox Co. court minutes, January 
and July Sessions 1832, October Session 1833, October Session 1834, October Session 1835, 
October Session 1836, January, February and October Sessions 1838, October Session 1839, and 
January Session 1840, Knox Co. Archives). No will or estate has been found for Emory Jarman 
and the existence of such for a pauper is not expected. 


THE ORIGIN OF WILLIAM JARMAN 


Fortunately, the search for evidence more substantial than the onomastic clue pointing to Emory 
Jarman does not end in the chill of a pauper's grave. One record of genealogical Significance is 
.. found among North Carolina's land grants. | | 


On 27 November 1792, Emmory [sic] German paid for land entry #458 in his own name ("An 
account of lands entered by the entry taker of Cumberland County, February 14, 1792 til 
January 1, 1793," Records of the Secretary of State, N.C. Arch.). However, on 25 March 1795 the 
land for entry #458 was surveyed for William Young Garman in Cumberland County "on the 

.. Upper side of upper Little River." Chain carriers for the survey were Emory Garman and Sol | 
Walker. The 100 acre tract surveyed for William Garman was granted to him on 4 September 
1799; Francis Walker paid the purchase money (North Carolina Land Grant Office Warrants and 
Surveys, envelope 3641 [examined in Sec. of State's office; now prob. at N.C. Arch.]). William 
Young Garman could not have inherited this land from Emory Jarman who was obviously very 
much alive, and no record of transfer appears in the county deeds or in the land records of the 
North Carolina Secretary of State. Whether this transfer reflected that this land was a gift to 
William Garman by Francis Walker or that Emory Jarman was protecting assets from possible 
future suits can only be speculated. In 1806 the owner of an adjacent tract described his property 
as joining Emory German's land (Cumberland Co. Deeds 31:205). The relationship between 
Emory and William Garman is not stated; however, North Carolina's land grant law required the 
grantee to provide two chain carriers for the survey ("Laws of North Carolina-1777," in THE 
STATE RECORDS OF NORTH CAROLINA, XXIV, ed. Walter Clark, [Goldsboro: Nash 
Brothers, 1906], hereafter N.C. STATE RECS. XXIV, 46). It will be shown that William Young 
Garman was an infant; the responsibility for providing chain carriers presumably fell upon his 
father. On the same day that William Garman's land was surveyed, a survey was made for Francis 
Walker with Emory Garman and Sol Walker again carrying the chains which suggests that Emory 
Jarman had secured the help of Sol Walker by exchanging his own labor as chain carrier for that 
family's labor (North Carolina Land Grant Office Warrants and Surveys, envelope 3640). 
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It was stated above that William Young Garman was an infant at the time his land was surveyed. 
Several pieces of evidence indicate that he was born about 1792. The name of William Jarman 
(Garman, German, etc.) does not appear in Cumberland County's records until 1810 when he was 
assigned to work on Northington's Road (Cumberland Co. court minutes, March Term 1810). 
This service was-required of white males after they turned 18 (N.C. STATE RECS. XXIV, 810). 
He does not appear as the head of a household in the 1800 or 1810 censuses, but Emory German's 
household did include a male aged sixteen to twenty-six in the 1810 census (p. 253). William 
Germany was assigned to work on Northington's road again in 1812 (Cumberland Co. court 
minutes, March Term 1812; the practice of recording road orders in the court minutes was 
discontinued in Cumberland Co. after 1812). On 15 October 1812, William Y. Jarman married 
Celia Wren in Cumberland County (Cumberland Co. marriage bonds, N.C. Arch.). William and 
Celia Jarman appear in the 1850 census of the Northern Division of Cumberland County (p. 143, 
dwelling 636, family 636); his age was reported as fifty-seven. 


William Jarman's father was probably Emory Jarman. William Jarman's middle name "Young" 
might be a clue to his maternal ancestry, but the wills and estate records of Cumberland County 
provide no leads. Regrettably, the marriage bonds for Anson and Cumberland Counties before 
1800 have been lost, and North Carolina's state wide index to marriage bonds (at N.C. Arch.) 
shows no marriage for Emory Jarman in other counties. 


IDENTIFYING WILLIAM GERMAN 


The name of William German or Jarman as owner of one-hundred acres appears in the tax lists of 
Cumberland County from 1815 through 1818 (Cumberland Co. tax lists, Capt. Walker's Dist., 
1815, Capt. Clark's Dist., 1816, 1817, 1818, N.C. Arch.) and then vanishes from that county's 
records for eighteen years. The one-hundred acres that had been granted to William Garman was 
among seven tracts of land sold by the Cumberland County sheriff on 8 May 1820 to settle a 
judgement against Duncan McLean; the record does not reveal how Duncan McLean obtained 
these properties (Cumberland Co. Deeds 32:506-7). 


The earliest record of William German in Randolph County is the 1822 road order. However, it is 
established that William German was there as early as 1821 because in 1827, the Randolph county 
sheriff sold William's 250 acres on Betty McGee Creek to settle $1.14 in unpaid taxes from 1821 
(Randolph Co. misc. tax records, N.C. Arch.). The deeds of Randolph County do not show how 
William German acquired this land. | | 


William German continued to reside in Randolph County after David and the younger Emery had 
left North Carolina. The 1830 census record for William German in Randolph County (p. 2) shows 
the adult male's age was thirty to forty and the adult female's age was forty to fifty. Debt became a 
problem for William Jarman: In 1831, 1833, and 1834, he executed deeds of trust to sell much of 
his personal and real property to settle his debts (Randolph Co. Deeds 18:455-56, 19:299, 454-55). 
William Garman sold the last of his land on 1 June 1835 (Randolph Co. Deeds 20:184-85) and 
vanishes from Randolph County. He soon reappears in Cumberland County. 


On 7 January 1836 William Garman of Cumberland County purchased from Faitha Walker 
seventy-five acres (half of a tract that had been willed to her and her sister Dicy Walker by their 
father Francis Walker) (Cumberland Co. Deeds 42:356). In 1839, $11 for expenses was paid to 
William Jarman out of the estate of Dicy Walker (Dicy Walker file, Cumberland Co. estate 
papers). In 1849, he became coadministrator with John Morrison of the estate of David Walker,

Evidence For Three Sons of Emory Jarman 


[Originaly published under the title, "Finding the Father of David German of North Carolina and Shelby County, Indiana" 
by John L. German, C.G. in THE AMERICAN GENEALOGIST, vol. 68, no. 2 (April 1993), pp. 87-94.] 


The published account of the life and family of Indiana pioneer David German does not identify 
his parents or his siblings (John L. German, "David German (1796-1867) and Family of Shelby 
County,Indiana," NGSQ 78[190]:279- 298). Direct evidence naming the members of David 
German's birth family has not been found. However, important clues exist. The purpose of this 
paper is to present a preponderance-of-the-evidence argument proposing a father and two 
brothers for David German. 


David German, born about 1796 (NGSQ 78]1990]:279), first enierges in November 1820 when he 
purchased corn at an estate sale in Randolph County, North Carolina (Stephen Henly file, 
Randolph Co. estate papers, North Carolina Division of Archives and History, Raleigh, hereafter 
N.C. Arch.). The surname has several variant spellings including Gearman, Jermin, Garmon, and 
especially Jarman. The 1820 census of Randolph County is missing, and that county's tax lists 
between 1820 and 1827 are fragmentary, but the Randolph County road orders have survived. In- 
1822, David German and one Emery German were assigned to work the same section of a county 
road, while a William German was assigned to another section of the same road. In 1824 David, 
Emery, and William German were named as hands to cut a new road. Two years later, the three of 
them were again charged to work a single section of the old route (Randolph Co. road orders, 
February Term 1822; August Term 1824; May Term 1826, N.C. Arch.). 


All of these assignments were in the southwestern part of the county in the vicinity of Betty 
· McGee Creek. On 19 December 1824 David Jarman married Elizabeth A. Worth, and his 

bondsman was William Jarman.(Randolph Co. marriage bonds, N.C. Arch.) Two months later 
Levi Worth, Elizabeth's brother (NGSQ 78[1990]:280) was bondsman for Emery German's 
marriage to Letty Warren on 17 February 1825 (Randolph Co. marriage bonds). No Germans or 
Jarmans, etc. of the preceding generation lived in Randolph County, and no Randolph County 
deeds, road orders, tax lists, or court records reveal the parentage or prior residence of David, 
Emery and William German. A list of insolvent taxables reveals that David Gearman left 
Randolph County without paying his poll tax for 1826 (Randolph Co. misc. tax records, N.C. 
Arch.). By 1830 he was in Indiana (1830 federal census, Union Co., Indiana, p. 492) and never 

z again appeared in any records with any Germans other than his own offspring. The goal of 
finding David German's father was not obtained by further investigation of David German's life. 


The quest for David German's father was broadened to include a search for the father of Emery 
and William German. Tracing Emery German's path to Tennessee lead to an investigation of an 
older Emory Jarman. Study of this older Emory Jarman yielded important details on William 
German. Proving the identity of William German is therefore a critical part of the solution to this 
genealogical problem. 


THE YOUNGER EMERY GERMAN GOES WEST 


The first record of Emery German found is as a buyer of a cotton wheel at an estate sale in 
Randolph County on 25 May 1820 (Samuel Newby file, Randolph Co. estate papers), more than 
two months before the enumeration for the 1820 census began. On 10 October 1821, Emery 
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Gearman purchased land on Betty McGee Creek (Randolph Co. Deeds, 14:286 [microfilm at N.C. 
Arch.). Emery German was assigned road duty in Randolph County in 1826, but he had sold his 
land on 11 November 1825 (Randolph Co. Deeds, 16:238-240). 


Emery Jerman, aged forty-nine, and Letitica, aged forty-five, are included in the 1850 census of 
Tippah County, Mississippi (p. 519, dwelling 397, family 397); their birth place was given as North 
Carolina, but the children living with them were born in Tennessee. Emery Jarman, aged thirty to 
forty, is in the 1830 census of Knox County, Tennessee (p. 350). Also in the 1830 census of Knox 
County is an Emory Jarman, aged sixty to seventy (p. 357). | 


Identification of the younger Emery Jarman in Knox County as (ће same who had resided in 
Randolph County, North Carolina is strengthened by an 1830 Knox County deed from him to 
Samuel York and John Alred - men with likely Randolph County connections (Knox Co. Deeds 
V1:456). A Samuel York, 10 April 1799 - 9 January 1873, is buried in the Tillery Cemetery, Knox 
County; "Born Randolph Co. N.C.," appears on his tombstone (Robert A. McGinnis, comp., 
Knox County, TN - Cemetery Records [card file], McClung Historical Collection, Knox Co. Public 
Library, Knoxville). The name John Alred or Allred appears three times in the published 1820 tax 
list of Randolph County (Barbara N. Grigg and Carolyn N. Hager, 1820 TAX LIST RANDOLPH 
COUNTY NORTH CAROLINA [Ashboro, N.C., 1979], 37, 38, 39). 


THE OLDER EMORY JARMAN 


The older Emory Jarman was born 1 February 1763 in Queen Anne's County, Maryland (Emory 
Jarman, Revolutionary Pension file R5555-North Carolina, National Archives). He was referred to 
as the "heir at law" of Robert Jarman in an Anson County, North Carolina, deed (Anson Co. 
Deeds B2:229). Another fact contained in this record is that Emory Jarman had been sued in 
1785, and this deed was the result of the sale by the sheriff of 600 acres of land that had belonged 
to Robert Jarman (then deceased) to settle the judgement against Emory Jarman. 


In his 1836 declaration for a Revolutionary War pension (rejected for "desertion"), Emory 
Jarman summarized his life's migrations. He moved with his father, whom he did not name, to 
Anson County when he was about three years old. After the Revolutionary War, he moved to 
Cumberland County, North Carolina, where he remained thirty years. His next move was to west 
Tennessee, and after eight years there he moved east to Knox County, Tennessee. 


He appears as Emery Germany in the 1790 census of Cumberland County (p. 39), where he served 
as a road hand on Northington's Road between the Upper and Lower forks of Little River from 
1800 to 1809 (Cumberland Co. court minutes, October Term 1800, October Term 1801, October 
Term 1802, July Term 1804, March Term 1808, March Term 1809, N.C. Arch.). Tax lists for 
Cumberland County have not been preserved for the years prior to 1815, and he does not appear 
thereafter. He recorded no deeds in Cumberland County. The last record found for him in North 
Carolina is as Emory German in the 1810 census of Cumberland County (p. 253); the statistics 
recorded for his household were: three males aged less than ten, one male aged ten to sixteen, one 
male aged sixteen to twenty-six, one male aged over forty-five, two females aged less than ten, one 
female aged ten to sixteen, one female aged twenty-six to forty-five and no slaves. 


Emory Jarman is listed in the 1820 census of Hickman County, Tennessee (p. 171); his household 


comprised two males aged under ten, two males aged ten to sixteen, one male aged over forty-five, 
one female aged under ten and no slaves. The absence of an older female in this record suggests

On 12 May 1755, Joseph Jarman deeded to his daughter, Alice Cannon, wife 
of William Cannon the younger - in consideration of the love and affection 
born to her - a negro boy anbout four years of age named "Young London" 

Ps (wit: Sarah Walker, N. Wright) . [DEEDS] 
| Three months later, on 20 August 1755, Joseph Jarman, Planter, deeded to 
his daughter Sarah Jarman - a negro girl named "Frank," about four years of 
age. Sarah agreed not to sell or mortgage the girl before Sarah's marriage 
(wit: Thomas Marsh, William Cannon). [DEEDS] 
Joseph Jarman evidently fell upon hard times in 1755 as he had to convey 
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most of Lhis possessions and standing crops to William Cannon who. paid | 
L9.5s.3d and 19,267 pounds of tobacco to Col Edward Lloyd to cover Joseph's 
debts. The property so conveyed to William Cannon included: one negro man, 
one negro woman, seven sheep, seventeen hogs, a parcel of cyder casks, two 
feather beds and furniture, seven cattle, one grey mare, one bay mare, one 
plow and tackling, one pair pistols and holsters, one iron pottrack and one 
iron pott, one pair iron pothooks, all his tobacco in bulk to strip in the 
tobacco house, and all crops of tobacco and Indian corn now growing in the 
ground (wit: William Lundergin, William Goldsborough). [DEEDS]
